The question 

was: “were the defendants engaged in 

taking fish from the waters of Pyramid 

Lake, and were they within the limits 

of the reservation as shown by the 

map, and were they removed by the 

U.S. Marshal and did, then return 

for the purpose of taking fish as charg- 

ed in the indictmen.” After that ver- 

dict and upon the motion of U. S. At- 

torney Varian, J. S. Sturgeon was 

convicted and adjudged guilty and 
sentenced to pay a fine of $1,000, and 
the other petitioners procured a post- 
ponement of their sentence until Dec. 

2nd, 1879, at which time a similar 
judgement and sentence will be pro- 
nounced against them. The petition- 
ers further represent that they are poor 
men and unable to pay the fine and 
that they and each of them are

signs to violate the laws of the United 
States, wherefore they respectfully in- 
voke the clemency of the Government 
and pray that your excellency will 
grant them and each of them a full 
rdon.

Those who imagine 
that the Islands aregelad in etternal 
verdure from the water's edge to the 
summit of the mountains, are badly 
mistaken. Right in sight of Hono- 
lulu are tens of thousands of acres of 
desert land; desert on aceount ot lack 
of moisture. When the wind blows, 
which it does about 52 weeks in the 
year, the air is filled with dense clouds 
of dust drifting seawards; whole is- 
lands are drifting into the sea. The 
islands of Lanai and Kahoolaini have 
been so stripped of vegetation, trees 
and grass, by cattle, sheep and goats, 


that 
THE SOIL 


has become impalpable dust, which 
fills the air and is plainly visible from 
Honolulu, although 100 miles distant. 
As in those islands, so on the oth- 
ers in a less extent. Whole districts 


of Hawaii and Kanai, are utterly bar- 
ren on account of the soil being de- 
nuded of vegetation by the herds of 
wild cattle and goats. I have seen 
but two good down pours of rain in the 
last four years. The forests are grad- 
ually retreating to the sumits of the 
loftiest hills and leaving grinning 
skeletons of rocks and bare red earth 
behind. Death valley in Nevada is not 
more appaling thao many . districts in 
these islands. The rainfall is becom- 
ing less yearly, and if some climatic 
change does not take place for the 
better, the islands will become en- 
tirely desert. The sugar plantations 
depend on irrigation, water being 
brought in large and costly ditches 
from the highest mountains, but whe 
the furests are destroyed that source 
will fail, as it already has in many 
instances. So you will see that 1 do 
not consider the outlook ‘prosperous 
for the Hawaiian kingdom. Another 
thing, the : natives, the aborigines, 
are rapidly passing away; their num- 
bers decreasing yearly. 
THE COMING MAN 


is the Chinaman; they are getting pos- 
session of the natives’ taro patches 
and planting rice for the San Fran- 
cisco market, The Chinaman is the 
gainer by the reciprocity with the 
United States. They are vow pour- 
ing in by thousands into the ports of 
the kingdom. All the retail trade is 
in their hands, and the wholesale is 
rapidly becoming so, and in a few 
years there will be nothing for the 
foreigner to do but to step down and 
out. They own all the rice planta- 
tions, some of the sugar plantations, 
aud are acquiring others by purchase 
and otherwise. John is emphatic- 
ally the coming man for these islands, 
and they will soon become an append- 

to the Chinese empire. The for- 
eigners see these things, but there is 
no concord or unanimity between such 
iacongruous elements as compose the 
foreign residents of theislands. This 
government has existed and does ex- 
ists for the benefit of a lot of parasites 
who have about squeezed the orange 
dry, The farce of a king and court, 
and all the parphernalia of an inde- 
pendent government is too funny, 
when one considers the backing to it, 
and the immense standing army of 57 
men.
